Odessa, June 29.—The red flag of 
revolution is hoisted at the masthead 
of 
the Kniaz 
Potemkine, 
Russia’s 
most powerful battleship in the Black 
sea, which now lies in the harbor in 
the hands of the mutineers. 
The captain and most of the offi­ 
cers were murdered and thrown over­ 
board in the open sea and the ship is 
completely In the possession of the 
crew 
and a few officers 
who have 
thrown in their lot with the mutineers. 
The guns of the Kniaz Potemkine 
are trained 
on the city and 
in the 
streets masses of striking workmen 
w’ho Tuesday fled before the volleys 
of the troops are now inflamed by the 
spectacle of open revolt on board an 
imperial warship, and are making a 
bold front against the military. 
All day long firing has been heard 
In many quarters of the city. 
A num­ 
ber of barricades have been erected 
and tumult and disorder reign. 
The main squadron 
of the Black 
sea fleet, consisting of the battleships 
George 
Pobedionosetz 
(George the 
Victorious), 
Tri Sviatelia, 
Rostislav 
and Kkaterina II., with two cruisers, 
are expected to arrive here soon and 
regular naval battle is in prospect. 
The rioters are 
in a most defiant 
mood 
and are not inclined 
to sur­ 
render without fighting. 
Reports 
of the mutiny, 
which oc­ 
curred 
while the 
battleship was at 
sea, 
are difficult to obtain, as 
the 
mutineers refuse to allow- communica­ 
tion with the Shore; 
but it is ascer­ 
tained that it arose from the shoot­ 
ing of a sailor w-ho was presenting on 
behalf of the crew a complaint against 
bad food. 


Objected to Quality of Soup. 
According to one version, this sailor, 
whose name was Omiltchuk, objected 
to the quality 
of the 
“borchteh” or 
soup, and w-as immediately shot down 
by a mess officer. 
The crew- then rose 
and seized the ship and the officers, 
eight of whom were spared on condi­ 
tion that 
they would join 
the muti­ 
neers. 
The others 
were killed and 
their bodies throw-n overboard. 
After 
a period of vacillation 
the 
Kniaz Potemkine headed for Odessa 
and arrived here 
Tuesday night, ac­ 
companied by two torpedo boats. 
Eafly Wednesday the body of Omilt- 
ehuk was brought ashore in one of 
the battleship’s boats and was landed 
on the new mole, where it had been 
exposed in seini-state all day. 
It was 
visited by thousands of persons, many 
of whom placed coins in a basket at 
the head of tile body toward a fund to 
defray the cost of the funeral, which 
the sailors propose to hold during the 
day and which the strikers will make 
the occasion for 
a great demonstra­ 
tion. 
An inscription on the breast of the 
dead sailor 
states on behalf 
of the 
crew that Omiltchuk died for the truth 
because he presented a just complaint 
of th© crew. 
The authorities have 
made no at­ 
tempt to remove the body, the sailors 
having served notice 
that the ship 
w-ould open fire on anyone seeking to 
Interfere 
with 
it. 
A police 
agent 
visiting the spot w-as killed by strik­ 
ers. 
During the clay a red flag was hoist­ 
ed on the Kniaz Potemkine and mem­ 
bers 
of the crew- rode from 
ship to 
ship in the harbor forcing the stop­ 
page of all work thereon. 
Food was 
supplied 
them by sympathizers 
on 
shore who pillaged the maritime store­ 
house. 
The strike is now 
general in the 
cit 
and the rioters 
are growing in 
numbeis and boldness. 
There were 
exchanges 
of shots all day

In the evening a bomb was thrown in 
Cathedral palace, killing its thrower 
md a polit ems". 


St. Petersburg, June 29.—More se­ 
rious in its possible effects than all 
the defeats In Manchuria 
or the de­ 
struction of Rojestvensky’s fleet, was 
the news which reached St. Peters­ 
burg early Wednesday evening that 
the standard 
of open rebellion 
was 
floating on board one of the emperor’s 
battleships in the harbor of Odessa 
and Rial with shotted guns the mu- 
tinovs crew, headed by eight officers, 
Mas holding the ship against all com­ 
ers. 
The authorities are in almost a state 
of panic 
and at the admiralty 
con­ 
sternation reigns. 
Admiral Wirenius, 
chief of the general staff of the navy, 
said that the admiralty had received 
advices regarding the mutiny but he 
was unable to give details. 
He frank­ 
ly confessed 
that the situation 
was 
grave and that he did not know what 
to expect. 
The Black sea squadron, which left 
Sebastopol Tuesday under command 
of Vice Admiral Kruger, was due to ar­ 
rive at Odessa Wednesday night and a 
battle with the mutineers may occur 
at any moment. 
The 
Kniaz Potemkine 
is a more 
powerful ship than any in Kruger’s 
squadron and the gravity of the situa­ 
tion is increased by the fact that the 
city is practically in the possession of 
the strikers, who, according to the dis­ 
patches, had already been encouraged 
to open resistence by the mutiny of 
the s.ailors and were 
erecting barri­ 
cades and fighting the police and the 
troops 
in the streets. 
The body 
of 
Omiltchuk, lying exposed on the quay 
in view of thousands, and the story of 
his cruel death 
evidently fired the 
Imaginations of the workmen, who in 
Odessa are particularly turbulent, es­ 
pecially the dock and wharf men. 
Should the sailors of Kruger’s ships 
Join 
the mutineers tho 
government 
would have to face 
open revolution, 
which would spread like wildfire to 
other towns in the Black sea littoral. 
The workmen of all these towns, from 
which sailors are largely recruited, are 
Imbued with the socialistic and revo­ 
lutionary propaganda. 
At Sebastopol 
less than a month ago disorders were 
suppressed w-ith difficulty. 
Ugly Rumors Long Current. 
Ever since tho war started ugly re­ 
ports about the crews of the Black sea 
fleet have been 
current. 
Men have 
been shot and even officers courtmar 
tialed for disobedience, and Wednes­ 
day at Sebastopol twelve sailors were 
condemned to three years’ imprison­ 
ment for mutiny. 
No better evidence of the spirit of 
the crews is needed than an official 
announcement made by the admiralty 
Wednesday that Admiral Nebogatoff 
and the other officers w-ho surrender 
ed in the Sea of Japan would have to 
stand 
trial 
by courtmartial 
upon 
their return. 
Practically all of the 
crews of the vessels which surrender­ 
ed came from the Black sea. 
The fact that Odessa is not a forti­ 
fied 
port explains 
w-hy the 
Kniaz 
Potemkine is able to lie in the harbor 
unmolested. 
The news of the mutiny coming just 
at this time when Poland is In a state 
of ferment, when agrarian disorders 
are coming to a head and when the 
government is 
attempting mobiliza­ 
tion involving about 200,000 men may 
easily precipitate a crisis, and the ail 
thorities are endeavoring to keep it 
from the public by 
suppressing dis­ 
patches. 
Nevertheless 
the 
Liberals 
and 
agitators have 
many ways 
of 
spreading the tidings through under­ 
ground ( flannels and in St. Petersburg 
the news was known in all the cafes 
at midnight. 
The radicals b rl1 the event as the 
dawn of an actual armed revolution. 
“The moment for which we have 
waited has come,” said one when he 
heard (he news. 
“Omiltchuk’s name 
will go clown in 
history as that, of a 
m artyr w-ho precipitated 
a Russian 
revolution.” 
News has been received of disor­ 
ders resulting from the mobilization 
in the government of Poltavo, some 
reservists refusing to appear and oth­ 
ers starting riots. 
The authorities at 
Poltava 
are 
unwilling to 
dispatch 
troops as the entire force available is 
needed in that government.
